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HEAD OF CASH BUYERS’ UNION 
LOSES TWO POINTS IN TRIAL. 


Judge Humphrey Refuses to Release 
Julius Kahn and Declines to Strike 
Out Testimony of Government. 


Efforts of attorneys for Julius Kahn, pro- 
moter of the Cash Buyers’ Union First Na- 
tional Cöperative society, on trial before Fed- 
eral Judge Humphrey for alleged use of the 
mails to defraud, to secure the release of their 
client when the government finished intro- 
ducing its evidence yesterday were futile. A 
motion to strike out the testimony adduced 
by the authorities also was overruled, and 
the defense was forced to introduce testi- 
mony. 

Ten persons testified to the good character 
of Kahn. -They admitted on cross examina- 
tion that they had not purchased any stock 
in the enterprise. 

Robert T. Nelson, secretary of the Metro- 
politan Trust and Savings bank, could not 
recollect any agreement with Kahn to hold as 
a trust fund the proceeds of sale of stock in 
the society. 

Kahn was put on the stand late in the after- 


‘moon, and after he recounted his business ex- 


perience prior to promoting the Cash Buyers’ 
union court adjourned until this morning. 

During the morning President Gilbert of the 
Metropolitan Trust and Savings bank, in be- 
half of the government, said that on Feb. 24, 
1906, the day before the bankruptcy petition 
was filed, Kahn's concern had a balance with 
his bank of $2,117, which was reduced to less 
than $2 two Gaye tater, The cage will be con- 
tinued today. 


STICKNEY ROAD SHOWN UP AS. 
GIVING FAVORS TO GRAIN MEN. 


Hearing Before Interstate Commission- 
er Clark Develops It Gives Free Stor- 
age to Kansas Cityans. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 6.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago Great Western railroad was shown 
as a giver of favors to Kansas City grain men 
at a hearing today before Commissioner 
Clark of the interstate commerce commis- 
gion, who resumed his investigation into 
complaints of discrimination. It was de- 
veloped that the railroad gave its local pa- 
trons ten days’ free storage and free hauling. 
This forced its competitors to do likewise. 

Grain men of Atchison, Kas., who brought 
complaint regarding this before the commis- 
sion, contend they will be forced out of busi- 
ness if the practice is continued. Atchison 
dealers are compelled to pay for such serv- 
ices. 

E. O. Moffatt, a board of trade operator, 
testified that of 75, 000,000 bushels of grain 
passing through Kansas City annually 50 per 
cent goes into elevators. 

It was brought out that the Santa Fe has 
charged for transferring grain at Argentine, 
Kas, since October, but still gives ten days’ 
free storage. It was also developed that 
grain is shipped free over roads owning ele- 
vators in Kansas —

Charles Bailey, Merchant ef Toronto,

After a search lasting two weeks and ex- 
tending from Toronto and London, in Can- 
ada, to Chicago, by way of Detroit, Charles 
Batley, a Toronto merchant, yesterday 
found Tere his 15 year old daughter, Sadie, 
with Joseph Shields, 20 years old, with whom 
she eloped Jan. 22.

The trio 
decided that the best place to look for Shields 
was the general postoffice.

Suddenly Bailey spied Shields at the deliv- 
ery’ windew and rusned at him. He seized 
the young man by the shoulder and demand- 
ed, Where is my daughter? 

The detectives intervened and while Con- 
roy was pacifying Bailey, O'Malley ‘talked 
with Shields. He eaid he and the girl were 
living at 829 Michigan avenue. At this ad- 
dress the girl was found. She and her father 


wept when they met. She begged forgiveness *|

BURIED UNDER TONS OF COAL; 
RESCUED AFTER FOUR HOURS. 


Employe of Western Indiana Road 
Suffers Accident at Peabody Yards, 
Twenty-seventh Street and Tracks. 


Burted under tons of coals for four hours, 


Nicholas Schwaller, a laborer employed by 


the Chicago and Western Indiana railroad, 
was rescued from death by fellow employés 
alive, but with his face cut and bruised, his 
arms and lege crushed, and his spine in- 
jured. 

The accident happened at 1 o'clock. Schwal- 
ler, with other employés, was unloading coal 
from a car at- the Peabody yard, Twenty- 
seventh street and the tracks. The car was 
standing on the switch, which is elevated 
and equipped with trap dump outlet gates in 
the bottom. Schwaller was standing on one 
of the trap gates when it was accidentally 
released. In an instant Schwaller was pin- 
loned to the tracks underneath. 

Rescue parties were formed and in a few 
minutes coal was flying in every direction. 
The work of rescue was slow, as the car 
could not be moved, and not until after 6 
o'clock was Schwaller taken out.

St. Louis Board of Education Clerk Ad- 
mits Stuffing Pay Roll to Buy 
8 Persecutor’s Silence.

The closing chapter of the domestic 
troubles of John C. Barclay, chief electrician 
of the Western Union Telegraph company, 
and his wife, Grace Leslie Barclay, was fin- 
ished yesterday when Judge John Gibbons of 
the Circuit court entered a decree giving Mrs.

On Jan. 23, 
1894, Mrs. Barclay was granted a decree of 
separate maintenance and $65 a month ali- 
mony. Many times Barclay was cited for 
contempt for failure to pay the alimony, and 
the bill fot divorce filed recently was begun 
with a view of ending the difficulty of col- 
lecting alimony. 

Attorney James Maher represented Mrs. 
Barclays interests. She is fll in New York. 
An affidavit from her was presented to Judge 
Gibbons. She averred that she has had her 
husband cited at least 100 times for contempt 
of court for failure to pay alimony. 

In substantiation of her averment that her 
husband was.cruel towards her she declared 
that on Sept. 4, 1892, he attempted to cut her 
throat. She asserted he chased her around 
their home, threw her on the floor, and, after 
„choking her, brandished a knife and at- 
tempted to cut her throat.

MAY FACE MURDER CHARGE. 


ee Youths Are Caught 
ile Said to Be Robbing Laundry 
—Accused of Fatal Holdup. 


Seven boys, all in their teens, arrested by 
the Woodlawn police Sunday night, were 
accused yesterday of having committed a 
series of robberies, one of which is thought 
to have caused the death of George Herr, 
61 years old, who was severely beaten by a 
trio of boys Oct. 1, and died two weeks ago. 

While the seven are held on a charge of 
burglary, the offense at which they were 
caught Sunday night, Capt. McCann is in- 
vestigating. If it develops that three of 
them named in the confession of one who 
broke down under examination are guilty of 
the attack on Herr, the accusation may be 
that of murder. 

The police detected eight boys in the act 
of robbing a Chinese laundry at 444 Sixty- 
third street, and all but one were arrested. 
They gave their names and addresses as fol- 
lows: 

Broderick, Martin, 
third street.

Kircher, John, 15, 823 Sixty-second street.

They de- 
elared that Henry Otto, 17 years old, 6814 
Emerald avenue, was the boy who escaped 
arrest, and Hayes said that a boy named 
Cunningham assisted in the attack on Herr.

MARINES IN HURRY CALL. 
[BY cant TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Feb. 6.—The kaiser’s triumphant 
speech last night, the first delivered by any 
Prussian king to his people from his palace 
since the stormy days of 1848, Alls the public 
mind. By his loyal supporters his majesty’s 
utterances are greeted with satisfaction, 
though others are lese pleased. 

Many of the newspapers do not seem to 
know how to take the emperor’s action. The 
only journals that comment upon it are rad- 
ical organs, and they are concerned with the 
constitutional questione inyolved@by his 
majesty’e action in entering personally into 
the arena of politics by manifesting his pref- 
erence for certain political parties. They 
also point out that the enemy who is to be 
ridden down, to whom the kaiser referrecsin 
his speech, consists of 3,250,000 of his-sub- 
jects, and wonder what effect his avowed at- 
titude towards them will produce, 


Speech Cut in Official Version. 

It is noteworthy that in the official version 
of the epeech the passage regarding the rid- 
ing down of everything which stands in Ger- 
many's way is expurgated. There is no trace 
in the cut and dried words of the intensity 
with which the emperor hurled this charac- 
teristic outburst of aggressive patriotism at 
the cheering multitude. 

His majesty’s enthusiasm over the victory 

is not shared everywhere among the gov- 
ernment supporters. Thus the Tageblatt 
-gaye: Although the kaiwer has ridden 
down the gocial democracy by @ dashing 
cavalry attack, the battle itself has been 
lost through the failure to shatter the post- 
tion. The Catholle party will remain lost 
until thet party, too, is decisively defeated. 
Experience shows the results of such hussar 
charges as trampled on socialism are only 
temporary unless they are supported by other 
troops. In other words, the action born 
of burning enthusiasm must be driven home 
and maintained by a policy of mature con- 
sideration."’

Incidentally. the attorney general 
has revoked: the appointment of former 
Judge O. P. Howell of Fort Jervis as special 
counsel for the attorney general's office in 
this case. 

Creditors charge Otto Kelsey, : state insur- 
ance commissioner, and Edward G. Riggs, a 
veteran political writer, who were appoint- 
ed receivers of the association in 1901, with 
wastefulness, mismanagémént, and paying 
excessive fees to Hasbrouck & Johnson, their 
special counsel. Proceedings to obtain an 
accounting from the receivers already heve 
been begun by some of the creditors. 


Big, Fees Paid Attorneys. 

Attorney General Jackson tonight issued 
this statement concerning the case: 

From June, gs to July 14, 1005, Has- 
brouck & Johnson attorneys for the receiv- 
ers, received in tea $20,683. It would appear 
from the papers oak this enormous amount 
was paid them for the collection of approx- 
imately $10,000. In 1901 they received in fees 
512,280. These two amounts did not include 
any fees which they received in jurisdictions 
outside the state of New_York. 

Their fees in Delaware were regarded as 
so excessive that the court appointed a mas- 
ter in chancery to review their charges, who 
reduced them about one-half.”

San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 6.— [Special. 1— 
Lieut. Col. Stevens, a member of the Penrose 
court martial, was challenged today by Lieut. 
Col. Glenn, defending Penrose, as to his fit- 
ness and on sworn examination was disquali- 
fled to serve. It developed that Col. Stevens 
had formed an opinion that the.men of the 
negro battalion were guilty of invading and 
shooting up Brownsville. 1 

Col. Glenn, in addressing the court in de- 
fense of his minute cross examination of wit- 
nesses, said that he assumed the court was 
without bias or prejudice, that it had not 
formed an opinion from the published re- 
ports of the Brownsville raids, and that it 
could do justice to the defendant. 


Colonel’s Opinion Revealed. 

This caused the court to hold a secret ses- 
sion of an hour, at the end of which Col. 
Stevens attempted to explain his position. 
Witnesses were placed on the stand to show 
that he had expressed an opinion at Oklahoma 
City on Nov. 11. 

In explaining his position for the defense, 
Col. Glenn said the establishment of the guilt 
of the soldiers must first be accomplished 
before anything can-be done jooking to the 
conviction of Maj. Penrose. 

It is rumored that other members of the 
court may be questioned as to having formed 
opinions as to this phase of the case. 

J. P. McDonald of Brownsville told of rec- 
ognizing the raiders as negro soldiers and of 
seeing the bartender soon after he had been 
shot and killed. Cross examination falled to 
shake his testimony. Tesfilo Martinez was 
another witness, but his testimony was not 
of particular interest. 

IAeut. Roger S. Fitch of the First cavalry 
testified as to the various bulletholes in the 
houses described yesterday as having been 
shot into. 


Negroes Contradict Each Other. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 6.—- [Special. 
Differing statements were made by three 
negroes, former members of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry, at the senatorial inquiry into the 
Brownsville shooting today. 

Jacob D. Fraser, former sergeant of D com- 
pany, contradicted Israel Harris, who testi- 
fied yesterday that it. requqired ten minutes 
to clean a gun, by declaring that the clean- 
ing required from thirty to forty minutes. 
| He asserted that he did a little detective 
work to clear his company's reputation, but 
could discover nothing. He belleved some 
of the troopers had shot up the town. Then 
he revised his opinion and laid it to citizens. 
At inspection the next morning, he said, 
cartridge belts were worn, but cartridge 
boxes were left at quarters. All the com- 
pany's pistols, he testified, were in the quar- 
termaster's storehouse. 

Charles Dade, former cook of D company, 
contradicted Fraser regarding the cartridge 
boxes, which he declared were worn at in- 
epection. 

Then Jerry E. Reeves, a former member 
of D company, contradicted Dade by corrob- 
orating Fraser's statement regarding the 
cartridge boxes being at quarters. Reeves 
said the citizens of Brownsville could not 
have got Sprmgfeld cartridges. After in- 
spection,. he said, the guns were taken from 
the troops, but they were allowed to retain 
their ammunition. He had never been able 
to fine out who did the shooting.

The two peoples have better business 
than watching each other for causes of of- 
fense, and they better read the destiny to 
which they are both tending." 


Bryce in Graceful Reply. 

Mr. Bryce, responding to Mr. Reid, con- 
fessed ‘he had not words to acknowledge the 
real kindness shown him. He sometimes 
wondered, he said, if whether, in going to 
the western hemisphere, he was not going to 
another and better world. He expressed 
himself as deeply sensible to the warm wel- 
come and thanked the American ambassa- 
dor for the good auguries with which he 
cheered him on in undertaking a new and 
responsible task. The difficulty would be, 
Mr. Bryce said, to live up to it. 

‘The United States has grown so great 
that it no longer needs, as it did a century 
ago, to be self-assertive, said Mr. Bryce. 
Having become the largest and wealthiest 
among civilized communities, it is respect- 
ed everywhere and knows it. 

‘Neither Great Britain or the United 
States has any cause to quarrel with the 
other. Each country has as much territory 
as she can possibly require and each country 
is proud of the other. We in England are 
proud. of having such a child as America, 
and the Americans are proud that the earlier 
achievements.of Great Britain, in which 
they shared, have been sustained since the 
separation. 

This is the sentiment of pride and broth- 
erhood that the English envoy is required to 
represent in the United States. Never has 
the spirit of peace been more conspicuously 
the ruling spirit of both peoples. If a tunnel 
under the Atlantic ocean was suggested no 
objection would be raised in this country.” 


Bryce Brings a Message. 

Ambassador Bryce, in reply, said he car- 
ried to the United States a message of peace 
and good wlll. He spoke of his book, The 
American Commonwealth,“ and said that 
when he began its preparation, in 1870, there 
was still in the United States a great deal 
of bitter feeling against Engliand—not 
towards persons but towards the govern- 
ment. There were then alive, he sald, 
‘men who remembered the war of 1812 
Since 1872, when the first arbitration treaty 
was signed, the feeling of good will had con- 
stantly and steadily increased that ought 
to have existed always. The reason it had 
not was that 132 years ago the power in this 
country fell into the hands of a group of men 
who had little foresight and less capacity; 
who did not understand that the great task 
of the time was to endeavor to bring the 
relations of the mother country into due ac- 
cord with the great rising community which 
was imbued with the same feelings of free- 
dom that Englishmen possessed. It also was 
because the English did not understand the 
feeling of Americans, and, although they 
cherished the principles of liberty, did not 
learn to apply them especially to the col- 
onles. 

Many things have happened since 1776, 
and now in both countries the same principles 
of freedom are equally honored and equally 
applied. 

America the Greatest Power. 
The United States has become the largest 
and wealthiest of all civilized communities. 
It is respected everywhere. Both Great 
Britain and the United States during the last

BATTLESHIP PLANS,ARE PUBLIC 


Senator Hale Reports Details of New 
Fighting Craft for the Navy, 
Equal to any Afloat. 


Washington. D. C. Feb. 8. — Senator Hale 
today presented to the senate the detafled 
plans for the big battleship which it ise pro- 
posed shall be built as the equal of any fight- 
ing vessel now afloat or planned. 

The general information as to the dimen- 
sions of the proposed ship were made public 
several months ago, but little has been known 
as to the strength of the batteries This in- 
formation now will be given to the public, 
including all foreign powers if they desire 
it, in. the form of a public document. 

The plans call for a battleship 518% feet 
long. The armament will consist of a main 
battery of ten 12 Inch breech loading riffes, 
mounted on five electricaliy controlled tur- 
rets. 

The secondary battery will consist of four- 
teen 5 inch rapid firing guns, located on the 
gun deck, forming two broadside batteries 
of seven guns each.

Mr. Fisher was asked.“ He answered 
courteously and with evident desire to re- 
eve the occasion of embarrasement so far 
as possible. 

“The mayor's statement is absolutely cor- 
rect,” he said. ‘I tovk the initiative and 
the severance of relations was absolutely 
amicable. We came to the same conclusion: 
that it would be embarrassing for us to con- 
tinue our present relations. 

The letters which have been exchanged 
Were the result of a conference held this 
| morning between me and the mayor at my re- 
quest, in which I told the mayor that in view 
of the differences in our opinions I believed 
that it would be embarrassing for us to con- 
tinue longer in our present relations. I there- 
fore asked him to accept my resignation. 

The mayor concurred in my views and the 
resignation was accepted. I also communi- 
cated with the chairman of the countil com- 
mittee on local transportation, and I am 
informed that he has called a meeting of 
the committee for tomorrow. 

The differences in the views of the mayor 
and myself are substantially the differences

Fisher May Continue with Committee.

May, when he was appointed special trac- 
tion adviser at a salary of $10,000 a year. 
He was assigned to the local transportation 
committee and ardently supported the im- 
mediate passage of the traction ordinances 
subject to ratification by the people at the 
April election. 


Aldermen All for Ordinances. 


The mayor's determination to defeat at 
any cost the ordinances at the April election 
is undisputed by his advisers.

Preparing.to Rehabilitate,

told of actual progrese made and showed doc- 
umentary proof of it. 

“I wish some of the kickers could have 
seen how I've been working,“ he said. 

The last batch of documents needed in 
the formulation of plans for reorganization 
went to New York this afternoon on the 
Twentieth Century limited. I am anxious 
that the necessary stock of the new company 
(Chicago railways) should be transfer to 
the new’ set of trustees is week. I Hall 
try to have this stock deposited as soon as 
possible. The work of reorganization is to 
be put under way ag soon as possible, prob- 
ably within a week or ten days. 

As to material improvements, we have 
contracted for 104 new cars costing $5,400 
each. Delivery is to begin Feb. 10. The cars 
will be distributed where needed, especially 
on the northwest side.“ 


Authorization for Tunnel Work. 


Mr. Gurley added that the war department 
has sent formal authorization. for the tear- 
ing out of the La Salle street tunnel, and 
that the contract probably will be let this 
week. It is estimated that the work of de- 
struction will take about forty days. The 
terms of the permit of the war department, 
signed by Assistant Secretary of War Rob- 
ert Shaw Oliver, are: 

1. That the old tunnel roof be removed 
before April 1, 1907, to the depth already 
covered by the war departmenf permit of 
July 9, 1906 (twenty-six feet). 

2. That the piling and bulkheads be tem- 
porary and be removed as soon as the new 
tunnel is completed, not later than 1908. 

. That the work herein permitted to be 
done shall be subject to the supervision and 
approval of the local officer of the corps of 
engineers, United States of America, whose 
address lis Chicago, III.“ 


Investigation of Petitions. 

All citizens who have knowledge of frauds 
in the signing of referendum petitions have 
been summoned to appear before the board 
of eleetion commissioners tomorrow efter- 
noon to present fheir information. Thecom- 
missioners will listen to all specific charges 
and take them under advisement. The hear- 
ing will not be final. Every citizen who has 
learned that his name was written without 
his authority is entitled to complain. 

Attorney W. T. Underwood has been 
investigating the 302,000 signatures on behalf 
of eastern interests, it is said, but he had not 
decided yesterday whether to attack the 
validity of the petitions or not. The United 
Societies already have filed a bill of com- 
plaint against the three pronged petition. 
They object to having the Sunday closing 
issue put on the ballot at the spring election, 
lest legislative action in connection with the 
new charter be jeopardized. 

Addison Blakely, on behalf of the Referen- 
dum league, expects to file an answer to the 
complaint of the United Sociéties, in which 
he will deny their contentions.

Trouble Arises Over Distribution of 
Delegates, “Jimmie” Quinn Claim- 
ing a Majority and Edward Died- 
rich Objecting—Committee Warne 
City Hall Powers Against Interfer- 
ing with Right of Civil Service Em- 
ployes to Express Their Opinions. 


An exhibition of “ smooth ” political prac- 
tices was given at the headquarters of the 
county democratic committee in La Salle 
street terday afternoon, the chief contest - 
ants being Secretary John Tansey and the 
Harrison members of the committee on con- 
tests on one side, opposed to Commissioner of 
Public Works O'Connell and the Dunne mem- 
bers on the other. The Dunne forces were 
put to rout in the fight, which was over the 
control of the Twenty-first ward. 

The trouble had its origin in the failure of 
Ward Committeeman Quinn, a Harrison ad- 
herent, and Ward Committeeman Diedrich, a 
Dunne man, to agree upon the distribution 
of the delegates from the ward, which has 
twenty delegates in all. The question hed 
been taken up by Secretary Tansey, who, at 
8:30 o’clock in the afternoon, issued a hurry 
up order for a meeting of the committee on 
contests at the headquarters. Commissioner 
O’Connell was not informed of the meeting, 
and, when Committeeman Diedrich arrived, 
he found himself at the mercy of the com- 
mittee, which was represented by four regu- 
lar members and five strangers, who were 
armed with proxies. 
self voted on the proxy of one August Kell- 
ing of Arlington Heights. 


Jimmie Quinn Claims Majority. 

When the meeting came to order Jim- 
mie Quinn told the members that he al- 
ways had had the majority of the delegates 
from the ward, that he was entitled to them, 
and that he wouldn't stand for having them 
taken from him. Then Diedrich called at- 
tention to the fact that Quinn had selected 
a polling place in the Seventh district which 
was within a few feet of a saloon, besides 
being in a faraway corner of the district. 
He also said there was 4 plan on foot to 
challenge every Dunne voter who might ap- 
pear at the polls, and that the voters up there 
ae a rule would find it extremely difficult 
to get proper affidavits if such was done. 
The remedy, he suggested, was to permit him 
to have half of the delegates and the nam- 
ing ot half of the judges and clerks of elec- 
tion. 

Then Quinn told the proxy committee that 
he would place the entire matter in their 
hands, as he had implicit faith in their judg- 
ment and honor. His faith was not mis- 
placed, as they decided in his favor by a vote 
of five to four just es Commissioner O’Con- 
nell walked in. 

The commissioner was angry. He and 
Committeeman Diedrich talked about there 
“being no use to throw punk among our- 
selves, the inference being that when Sec- 
retary Tansey promised Diedrich a fair 
show he was “throwing bunk.’’ At last it 
was agreed that all the principals in the con- 
troversy should meet at the commissioner’s 
office in the city hall today, when the mat- 
ter will be taken up once more. 

I will decide the matter myself and by 
giving Diedrich his richts,“ said’ Commis- 
sioner O'Connell confidentially as he left the 
hall. 

The matter is settled now, said Mr. Tan- 
sey to a wecond Harrison man.

THANK THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 

Citizens who do not wish the city to be 
plunged into the deepest depths of mie-. 
government ought to be profoundly grate- 
ful for the civil service law. Without it 
every municipal department would be to a 
much greater extent than in the worst of 
the old days the refuge and the feeding 
place of the unfit. None but ward pollti- 
cians would be bureau chiefs, and the 
needy and ignorant fellows who fetch and 
carry for them would be appointed fire- 
men, sanitary and building inspectors, 
chemists, and bacteriologists. The con- 
tents of the political garbage heap would 
be emptied into the city hall. 


happened but for the civil service law, one 
need only look at the pay roll of the city 
law department. It ran up to $848,000 
last year, a jump of $88,000 over 1908. 
It is not so much the increase in expense 
that is etartling as the change in person- 
nel in certain branches of the department. 
The duties of a law clerk investigator are 
supposed to call for a smattering of legal 
knowledge.

District Attorney Jerome’s brilliant 
cross-examination of the first medical wit- 
ness called by the defense in the Thaw 
case has astonished by its depth of tech- 
nical knowledge all who do not remember 
an earlier case in which Mr. Jerome 
showed the same care in preparing for 
cross-examination. In his work on the 
art of cross-examination Mr. Francis L. 
Wellman says of the Harris murder trial 
in 1901, “ Mr. Jerome’s cross-examination 
of Prof. Witthaus, the leading chemist for 
the prosecution, was an extremely able 
plece of work, and during its eight hours 


tion and research such as is seldom seen 
in our courts. . . . It ie recommended 
to all students of cross-examination who 
find themselves confronted with the task 
of examination in so remote a branch of 
the advocate’s equipment as a knowledge 
of chemistry.“ 

In that case the defense for which Mr. 
Jerome appeared lost, partly because the 
cross-examination, searching as it was, 
could not shake the testimony of the chief 
witness for the state, and partly on ac- 


tion of the witness on whom Mr. Jerome 
chiefly relied. This latter witness was be- 
lieved to be an etpert on morphine poison- 
Ing and was the author of a text book on 
that subject, but the prosecution brought 
ont the fact on cross-examination that he 
had had but one case of morphine poison- 
ing in twenty years. In his text book 
this physician had denied the statement 
of other authorities that morphine poison- 
Ing always caused a symmetrical contrac 
tion of the pupils of the two eyes. The 
cage on which he relied to prove his view 


one pupil was recorded, but the cross-ex- 
‘amination brought out the fact that he had 
not read far enough into the case to know 
that the patient had only one eye. It was 
told afterward that this particular case 
was one of six thousand cases of mor- 
phine poisoning studied by the prosecu- 
tion before proceeding to trial. 

The discomfiture of his witness on that 
occasion may have taught Mr. Jerome, if 
he did not know before, the slender 
foundation for some professional reputa- 
tions. It also showed the folly of placing 
on the stfind a witness as an expert unless 
he has sufficient knowledge of his sub- 
ject and control of his mental powers to 
be a mfatch for the hurriedly acquired 
special knowledge of the opposing counsel. 
He should have known then, and ap- 
parently the defense on this occasion 
should have. known, that there are er- 
perts who can stand fire and experts who

Dudley, the ex-viceroy of Ireland, and be- 
sides being a handsome woman has always 
been an object of particular devotion on the 
part of her six stalwart brothers, one of 
whom, the Hon. Robert Ward, is a member 
of the party now en route to New York. All 
the men of the family, Robert, as well as his 
brother, Lord Dudtey, bear the pecullar and 
somewhat appropriate Christian name eof 
Humdle. Ite tse dates back to the time of 
Charles I. and Oliver Cromwell, when the 
last Lord Dudley of the house of Sutton, 
having squandered almost his entire patri- 
mony in profligacy and dissipation, gave his 

, ughter and heiress in marriage at 
the age of 18 to a young man of the name of 
Humble Ward, son of William Ward, who, 
after acquiring a large fortune as goldsmith 
and ‘jeweler to King Charles I., and espe- 
olally to Queen Henrietta, had thrown in his 
lot with the Puritans. It was in deference to 
the sentiments prevailing among the latter 
that he named his son Humble, which is 
closely akin to that of Praise God os 
and of others of the same character. 


— 

Humble Ward, following the politic ex- 
ample of his worthy father, abandoned 
Puritantam and sought the favor of Charles 
II. on the restoration with such success that 
he was first knighted and then created Lord 
Ward by the crown. His wife succeeded to 
her grandfather as Lady Dudley in her own 
right and her son by Lord Ward became on 
the death of his parents second Lord Ward 
and eleventh Lord Dudley. On the death 
of the fourteenth Lord Dudley, whe was 
likewise the fifth Lord Ward, in the middle 
of the eighteenth century, without issue, the 
barony of Ward passed to a cousin, descend- 
ed, like himself, from Humble Ward, the 
jeweler’s son, while the ancient barony of 
Dudley, which is heritable by women, fell 
into abeyance, in which condition it still re- 
mains. The seventh Lord Ward was created, 
however, Viscount Dudley and to these 
howors was subsecquently added an earldom. 

The latter, who was in holy orders, dis- 
played towards the latter portion of his life 
such an unconquerable aversion not merely 
to ecclesiastical vestments but even to or- 
dinary clethes that he used constantly to be 
found wandering about the country roads 
and lanes in the garb of Adam prior to the 
fall. Indeed, whenever he could manage to 
escape his teachers he would at once pro- 
ceed to dispense with his attire, no matter 
what the condition of the weather, or where 
he happened to be.

His son, the late Lord Dudley, though a 
most gifted man, was distinguished by eccen- 
tricities of an equally strange character. 
One of hie many odd idiosyncrasies was his 
conviction that his stomach and all the lqw- 
@ portion of his body were made of glass, 
which caused him to observe the utmost care 
in sitting down, while he displayed the most 
comical apprehension lest any one should 
bump against him and thus fracture the 
glass portion of his anatomy. With all that 
he was, until the last few years of bis life, 
wonderfully clever in the management of his 
Vast property. In matters of art and music 
ne was not only a coftnoisseur of positive 
genius but also a most munificent patron, 
while his knowledge of precious stones was 
‘ unrivaled. 

It is indeed largely owing to the late earls 
level headedness in business affairs, in spite 
of all his eccentricities, that he was able not 
‘only to leave an tmmense fortune to his 
eidest son, who ranks among the wealthiest 
peers, but also to make an extremely hand- 
some provision for his younger sons, one of 
whom, the Hon. John Ward, is a gentleman in 

alting to the king. All the sons of the late 

d Dudley and also hig daughter havd in- 
herited much of the good looks of their 
mother, the now dowager countess of Dudley, 
and who, one of the lovely Monerief giris, 
as the most famous beauty of her day in 

England.

In view of the agitation now in progress 
against the house of lords in England and 
the definite announcement by the govern- 
ment that measures for the reform of the 
upper house are contemplated, it may be 
timely to recall that the house of lords has 
always manifested a pronounced aversion to 
conceding any political righte to women and 
ha¥ proclaimed its intention of blocking 

measures in favor thereof. Thus, when the 
house of commons passed by a majority of 

136 votes an act enabling women to become 
members of county and borough councils it 
was promptly throw: out by the house of 
lords.

but will cause a milk and cream famine and 
cause a marked increase in the price of the 
manufactured article.
